San Francisco—Permission has been 
granted the Oakland, Antioch and 
Eastern railway to construct a railway 
bridge over Suissun bay at Chipps 
island by the war departmet at Wash- 
ington. The hearing in regard to the 
bridge was held here several months ago 
before Major Sherwood A. Cheney of 
the engineering corps of the army, and 
it was in accordance with his recom. 
mendation that the permit was granted 
the new electric line. 


Although Walter Arnstein, president | 


of the road, was notified from Wash- 
ington that the application had been 
passed his information was meager 
relative to the restrictions and modifi- 
cations of construction that the war 
department will exact. The bridge, 
including the trestle approaches, will 
be two miles long and will be seventy- 
two feet above high water mark. In 
the center of the bridge there will be 
a section 150 teet long that will lift 
up on the plan of an elevator to allow 
for the tallest sailing vessels to pass 
under the bridge. The seventy-two 
feet in the clear will allow all steamers 
and smaller sailing vessels to pass un- 
der the bridge without , raising the 
center. This section of the bridge will 
be elevated by electricity. The spans 
will be made of structural steel and 
rest on concrete piers encased in steel 
jackets. 

The railroad company will be com- 
pelled to keep a tuxbuoat in constant 
attendance to aid all vessels passing 
under the bridge. This exaction was 
made on account of the currents during 
the tide flow and winter freshets. The 
piers, which will be 400 feet apart, are 
to be surounded by automatic fog buoys. 
The brdge will elso carry a highway 
and will reduce the distance hy wagon 
road trom Oakland to Sacramento to 
eighty-four miles. 

The bridge will cost $1,600,000 and 
will be finished in a little less than two 
years. In the meantime the Oakland, 
Antioch and Eastern proposes to oper- 
ate a ferry. service between the Contra 
Costa county side of the bay and Chipps 
island. 

There are only two other similar 
bridges in the United States, one span- 
ning the Missouri river near Kansas 
City, and over the Columbia river in 
Washington. Application had. 
made by both the Southern Pacific 
company and the Santa Fe company to 
bridge the straits at Contra Costa and 
also at-Chipps island. The war depart- 
ment refused permission in both cases 
betausé the proposed bridges were too 
low to accommodate the water travel. 
The Southern Pacific application was 
made in 1904 and the Santa Fe two 
years later. In passing on the appli- 
cation the war department stated that 
Chipps island was the only logical 
place for a bridge. 

In building a bridge at this point a

The latter town 
was a bustling seaport with a cosmo- 
industrial population neither 
leisured enough to indulge private ar- 
tistic tastes nor much disposed to 
them. ..The worid’s capital, only a 
few miles distant, was the natural 
home of Ostians of wealth or culture.

tous life, which ‘makes a strong ap- 
peal to the imagination of anyone who 
has ever considered, however vague- 
ly, what the Roman empire meant. 


Streets Filled Pp. 


The extraordinarily untouched state 

which the Ostia of the late im- 
perial age has been preserved to our 
time is due to two agents, sand-drift 
and malaria. Silt brought down to 
the Tiber mouth, dried, pulverized, and 
wind-borne, has gradually filled up 
streets and ruined buildings deserted 
by men because of the fevers whieh 
were bred from choked-up harbors 
and channels of the river. Partly for 
fear of these fevers, partly because 
Civita Vecchia was found, ultimately, 
to be the better port for Rome, no con- 
siderable population has ever return- 
ed to Ostia, not even during a tempo- 
rary revival in the fifteenth century, 
when the existing papal castle was 
The town had from the first a 
precarious existence. Its life was. 
given to it by the Tiber, but the Ti- 
ber could not be trusted. The river 
silted up its harbors one after the oth- 
er, and silted up itself. The port 
from which navies sailed to the Pu- 
wars had become useleis by the 
ime of Augustus, and Claudius first 
and Trajan after him, had to dig out 
new basins at enormous expense some 
distance away to the north, and cut 
connecting channels, which the river 
proceeded to silt up as of old. In the 
end it proved impossible (or not worth 
while) to keep any port open 
which the main current of the Tiber 
flowed; and if Trajan’s fossa, or canal, 
dredged oyt anew by Pope Paul V., in 
the early seventeenth century, is still 
navigable for small craft working up 
to Rome, it is a channel only, and 
the huge spreading basins, that of 
Trajan as well as that of Clandius, 
are dry. Just because the river treat- 
new harbors ag badly 
as the old, Ostia managed to main- 
tain its life, and even to develop it, 
for some centuries longer, and only 
succumbed in the competition with 
Civita Vecchia (a new creation of 
Trajan’s) after the empire has

ships on the river bank, and that 
flourishing guilds, whose busliness lay 
with shipping, existed in Ostia. Such 
were the associations of boatmen, 
lightermen, and divers, whose official 
records kave been found cut on stone; 
but the importance of the last-named 
is in gtself a witness to the difficulties 
against which the port was struggling. 
For these divers had neither sponges 
nor pearls to seek, but the cargoes of 
vessels which might be wrecked on 
the dangerous bar of the estuary or 
the sand-banks of the channel. In one 
way or another, however, Ostia kept a 
lively trade, and a polyglot population 
which bought and sold in the serried 
shops lining its paved streets. The 
religious cults of the place are alone 
enough to show how variegated the 
crowd must have been. Vulcan, the 
original god of the place, who had 
presided over iis metai-workers since 
the days of the early kings (as Romans 
loved to believe), had had to accept a 
serious rival in Phrygian Cybele, and 
other competitors in Syrian Mithras, 
and BHgyptian Iris and Seraphis, as 
well as the Hebrew Yahweh, whose 
worshipers dwelt thickly about the 
new Claudian dnd Trajanic basins. 
Wealth and Temples. 

And all this population had to have 
its places of amcsement, as well as its 
temples, and there was wealth enough 
to decorate these with statutary which 
the Graeco-Roman artists of the me 
tropolis probably supplied. Among 
the best examples that have survived 
to be found in the recent excavations 
are a head of Aphrodite, and a full- 
length of a priestess, complete except 
for the right hand, and that nose-tip 
which has been chipped off ninety in 
a hundred ancient statues which still 
exist. She makes a’gracious, ma- 
trohly figure which, let us hope, did 
;something to civilize the shrieking 
Levantine mob of Ostia. The main 
place of recreation, the Theater, built 
of brick with stone facing, in the 
Roman manner, is, relatively, less well 
preserved than the shops and houses. 
A big, upstanding building, it was 
a more obvious and profitable quarry 
for mediaeval builders. Nor had it 
been well treated in the imperial 
times. A summary restoration in the 
time of Honorius did much to obliter- 
ate the more worthy work of the third 
| century emperors. The clearance of 
, the city is still going on, year by year, 
;at the expense of the Italian govern- 
ment, and the absent public is kept 
informed of constant discoveries by 
Signor Vaglieri’s reports in the Noti- 
zie degli Scavi, the most systematic 
and unfailing record which any coun- 
try issues concerning the recovery of 
its past. But ho reading of many re- 
ports is worth a single visit to the 
ruins themsélves, and those visitors to 
Rome who neglect to take the electric 
line to Ostia and to spend at least an 
afternoon in its Forum and streets 
will miss one of the most interesting 
places in Italy.
